MAYOR WILL BE PRESENT 


Unanimous Sentiment Is Found 
‘Among All Classes Favoring. 
Revision. 


The meeting called by Atlanta's 
merchants, bankers. business and pro- 
fessional men, at the Kimball] house at 
11 o'clock today, to discuss plans for 
making needed reforms in Atianta’s 
charter, will be a_ history-making 
event. 

A set of resolutions, which will be 
signed by men whe are foremost !n 
the industria] and commercial ac- 
tivity of the city, will be discussed, 
adopted and referred to council. The 
resolutions will urge the necessity of 
reforms in the charter and will ask 
that council take definite action on 
the resolution which Councilman Ww. 
G. Humphrey, chairman of the finance 
introduced at the organi- 
zation meeting of the 1913 council, 
last Monday night. 

That Atlanta’s citizenry is demand- 
ing a reform of the time-worn charter 
ts evident from the discussions heard 
on the streets, in office buildings, and 
in fact everywhere men gather to dis- 
cuss the affairs of the city. The cham- 
ber of commerce, women’s clubs and 
civic improvement leagues are anx- 
ious for a change in the method of 
administering the affairs of the city 
and are demanding a change in the 
charter, which Mayor James G. Wood- 
ward, recently elected, characterized 
as a “worn-out plece of patchwork,” 
and to which ex-Mayor Winn referred 
as a “mongrel, nondescript hybrid.” 

Many Prominent Men to Speak. 

The meeting, according to plans that 
have been made by prominent leaders 
in the reform meeting, will be held tn 
the convention room of the New Kim- 
ball. There will be a number of 


prominent speakers,men who are ac- 


quainted with problems the city is 
forced to confront every day tin the 
week and who are versed in the 
changes that have made other ctttes 
grow to commercial and industrial 


greatness. 


Mayor James G. Woodward, elected} 


for the third time to head the ad- 
ministration of Atlanta’s government, 
has expressed himself in no uncertain 
words as to the needed reforms. 

He declared that he would attend 
the mass meeting of citizens in the 
Kimball house convention hall at 11 
o'clock Friday morning. He said that 
he had not been asked to Speak on 
charter reforms, but if invited he 
would do his utmost to show what 
reforms were most imperative. He 
said that he was in favor of many re- 
forms and complete revision of the 
charter: 

“The people of Atlanta should de- 
mand that council heed their cry for a 
new charter. The city is suffering 
too long for the want of a business- 
like administration, and if there is 
not enough spine in council, then we 
are in a bad fix for two years.” 

Ex-Mayor Winn, after two years 
dealing with the most troublesome 
problems of the city, handicapped. by 
an antiquated charter, declares that 
the city should change its method of 
doing business—-revise the charter and 
make radical reforms. He believes 
that with the present charter as the 
guide of the city administration At- 
lanta cannot hope for the men who are 
at the head of the city government to 
accomplish much good. 

Get Goeod Start Early. 

‘If Atlanta gets a good start early 
in the year the chances are that the 
report will be ready to go before the 
legislature at the meeting in July,” 
declared a prominent reform advocate 
who signed the call for’ Friday's meet- 
ing. “Had the resolution been adopt- 
ed at the first meeting of council last 
Monday the committee could have been 
appointed and ready to be ratified. 
Work could be started immediately. 

“Mayor Woodward has sounded the 
note of progress when he declared that 
it was time to take politics from the 
city government, and the people will 
do well to Keep their eyes on the men

Woodward Threatens Perpetual 
Injunction to Stop it 


FIGHT NOW UP TO COUNCIL 


| 
Mayor and Chairman Ashley Say Not 
Vouchers Will Be Approved 
or Signed. 


When the wrangle, involving At- 
lanta’s $276,000 crematory, went be- 
fore the city health board yesterday 
afternoon Mayor Jamées G. Woodward, 
positive and belligerent, shook his 
finger at the board and declared that 
he would seek a perpetual injunction 
to quash the contract. 

President W. lL Gilbert called the 
board to meet to reorganize, but the 
object was primarily to take action on 
the notice Councilman Claude L. Ash- 
ley, chairman of the sanitary commit- 
tee, served on Chief John Jentzen to 
stop excavation at the new crematory 
site. Chairman Ashley told the board 
that he would not approve a voucher 
other than one for $195, -the work up 
to date, and Mayor Woodward inform- 
ed the board that he would not sign a 
voucher for any amount. 

“T have never condoned anything 
that I did not think was right, and I 
don't propose to put my name to 
something that throws the money of 
the people away,” he said. “There are 
two ways of+getting that crematory. 
One is for thé supreme court to set 
aside the charter, of Atlanta and the 
constitution of Georgia. The ather is 


‘for the people to vote and say that the 


contract is to be carried-out.” 
Roard Says Proceed. 

The board swept aside the order of 
Chairman Ashley and instructed Sani- 
tary Chief Jentzen to proceed with the 
excavations until council orders the 
work stopped. 

The board throws the entire respon- 
sibility on the shoulders of council 
and precipitates the long-looked-for 
fight which will test the relative 
strength of the Woodward and insur- 
gent forces. 

Mayor Woodward first infcrmed the 
board that he would exert every power 
at his command to defeat th- crema- 
tory project. He said th it Was an 
illegal contract, and further that it 
was costing the city too much money. 

“Now, I just want to put the board 
on notice as to whgt I intend to do,” 
he said. “If the board wants to g0 
ahead and spend money for grading 
that is another question. I don't say 
that is illegal, but I do say that it is 
a usé¢less expenditure of money, be- 
cause I am here to tell you that I 
won't sign a voucher until the supreme 
court tells me that I must!” 

The mayor. found himself in the 
midst of the most furious scrap of his 
career. He referred to “the gang” sev- 
eral times, and rapped the New York 
Destructor company. 

Paid Own Expenses to Milwaukee. 

‘Tt has been told me that some one 
has said my expenses to New York 
and Milwaukee were paid by some one, 
and I want to take this occasion to say 
that they falsified,’ the mayor almost 
shouted. “I went to Milwaukee on a 
pass furnished by the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railroad, but I 
paid by own expenses. I represent the 
railroad in some property matters here, 


‘and am entitled to a pass.” 


Mayor Woodward would not state 
what his next move would be. He in- 
timated that he would prepare im- 
mediately to test the legality of the 
crematory contract in the courts. Evi- 
dently he intends to wait until Alder- 
man John McClelland recovers from 
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Constitution vouches.

ALLEGED GARDNER 


PUSED AS SINGLE 


Marie Portman Tells First True 


Story of Case 


Educator Traveled Widely With Her. 
Both Face Trial This 
Morning. 


Only a few hours after she had de- 
nounced Professor Gardner as a man 
cowardly disloyal to a‘girl he had 
dragged into arrest and disgrace, and 
who had striven to uphold and defend 
him even to the extent of falsifica- 
tions and suppression of damaging de- 
tails, pretty Miss Marie Portman last 
night told her entire side of the sen- 
sational case. : 

It was the first time her story has 
been told to anyone. Although she 
admitted much to the sleuths, the 
young art student, until last night, had 
never confessed to the whole affair. 
She said it was her intention to air 
everything before Judge Calhoun this 
morning at 9 o’clock, when she and 
Professor Gardner will be arraigned 
for trial. 

Throughout her imprisonment, Miss 
Portman asserted, Professor Gardner 
has not communicated with her in any 
manner. She has received no word of 
encouragement from him or lawyers, 
she declared, and the only informa- 
tion of any character she had obtained 
was from reporters and prison at 
taches. 

Educator Bought Her Clothing. 

The clothing the well-known educa- 
tor ig alleged to have furnished her 
has been discarded, and she has an- 
nounced her intention of casting aside 
everything presented her by the At- 
lanta man. * bs 

Talking through the bars of the 
matron’s ward at police headquarters, 
“where she ts belng detained until court 
today, the pretty art student told The 
Constitution that Professor Gardner 
had implored her to travel with him 
under the pretense that he was single 
and rich, and could afford her the life 
of luxury she craved. 

Professor Gardner, the girl also de- 
clared, had not told her of his wite 
and family in the Georgia city until 
they had obtained lodging in a Chat- 
tanooga hotel, 

“Shortly after I had become  ac- 
quainted with Mr. Gardner,” Miss Port- 
man said, “he prevailed upon me t9 
leave with him. I dissented, and told 
him I thought the idea ridiculous. He 
offered me travel and luxury as fur- 
ther inducement, and after 1 had told 
him to call me up later in the day 
when I had considered the plan, ne 
left the boarding house at which we 
had met. 

Landlady Objects to Elopement. 

“It was in the afternoon when he 
telephoned me.. The landlady of the 
boarding house was on an extension 
phone, conected to the line over which 
I was talking with Mr. Gardner. She 
heard us arrange to leave Louisville. 
She tried to interfere, and even inter- 
cepted a note he had sent me. Also, 
I believe she told friends of ‘mine and 
my family, who warned Professor 
Gardner against carrying me away. 

“When Mr. Gardner came to the 
house for me I was locked in my room. 
There was considerable argument b>. 
tween her and him, I could hear, which 
finaliy resulted in his coming to my 
room. He and the landlady came near 
coming to blows at the door, but he 
finally managed affairs ard we left the 
place.

When, during the time of the Cri- 
mean war, Mrs. Felton and her late 
noted husband opened the doors of 
their home for the reception and en- 
tertainment during the winter of a 
northern prospecter, whose company 
went to the wall, leaving him nothing 
with which to remunerate his. host .and 
hostess, they were obeying the com. 
bined injunction and prophecy of holy 
writ, “Cast thy bread upon the waters 
and it will return unto thee after many 
days,” for the gentlemanly engineér 
who came south during the Ducktown 
copper craze looking for that valuable 
ore, was none other than Joseph- Slo- 
cum, of Syracuse, N. Y., the father of 
Miss Olivia Slocum, who afterwards 
became the wife and widow of Rus- 
sell Sage, one of New York’s wealthiest 
and most eccentric men. 

When Mrs. Felton received her mail 
yesterday there fell from an envelope 
a check for $2,500, pavable to Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Felton, and signed by Mrs. 
Sage. This was the fulfillment of the 
prophetic promise, and it came to the 
brilliant southern woman as a token 
for the kindness shown by her and 
her late husband toward Mrs. Sage’s 
relative more than fifty years ago.

William A. Carr, Mrs. Grace’s attor- 
ney, said again that he did not know 
either winere the womanisliving.

Oldham is scarcely known in Coates- 
vile. Last Tuesday Oldham returned 
to that town, after being away since 
Saturday, bringing with him a woman 
whom he introduced as his wife. She 
was apparently a few years older than 
“We were married at the Plaza 
hote!, in New York, on Monday night, 
at 9 o'clock,” said he, in the course of 
the introductions.

Money Trust Probers Amazed 
~ by Revelations About New 
York's First National 


$40,000,000 IN PRORTS 
SINCE BANK WAS. OPENED 


Chairman Baker Says Total Dividends 
Have Amounted to 18,550 Per . 
Cent---Opposes Publicity. 


Washington, January 9~——Enormous 
profits by the First National Bank of 
New York were counted today by 
George F. Baker, chairman of the 
board of directors of the bank, as a 
witness before the house money trust 
committee. Mr. Baker furnished the 
committee with records showing that 
since its organization in 1863, with-a 
capitalization of $500,000, the bank has 
made profits amounting to more than 
$30,000,000. 

In the four years since 1908, Mr. 
Baker told the committee the bank 
had paid dividends of 226 per cent, or 
more than twice the total capitaliza- 
tion, which is now $10,000,000. 

When the capital was increased to 
that amount in 1901, a special dividend 
of $9,500,000 was declared, Mr. Baker 
said, to enable the stockholders to 
take up the additional investment. In 
1908, in order to provide $10,000,000 
of capital for the organization of the 
First Securities company to take over 
the business, “which the bank could 
not do under the law,” Mr. Baker

Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the 
committee, from figures supplied by 
Mr. Baker, calculated that since he 
assumed the presidency of the First

FOR OPIUM SMOKING 


Woman Persisted in Using Drug and 
Chinese Governor Had Her 
Shot. 


Shanghai, January 9.—Death as a 
punishment for opilum-smoking was 
meted out today to a woman of this 
city who persisted in the use of the 
drug, despite the government mani- 
festo prohibiting indulgence in: the 
habit. 

By order of the provincial governor 
the woman was taken to a public 
place and executed by shooting this 
afternoon.

THE NEW TRADE LANE. 


In sheer spontaneity, the most phenome- 
nal economic and commercial event of re- 
cent years is the quick development of the 
domestic parcel post system. ‘The Ameri- 
can people had a long time been clamoring 
for it. But, with its actual inauguration 
the first of January, there was the cus- 
tomoray suspension of judgment accompa- 
nying any innovation of so widespread a 
nature. There was a tendency to wait and 
see how the experiment would pan out be- 
fore the public generally committed itself. 

Twenty-four hours’ tr:al was sufficient to 
establish the parcel post as the most im- 
portant feature since the founding of the 
postal system proper. We have discovered 
in the parcel post a new trade lane, facili- 
tating interchange between city and coun- 
try, between producer and consumer in a 
degree almost magical. The only factor 
how remaining to conjecture is the extent 
to which the parcel post will go, the benefi- 
cent revolutions it is destined to effect. 

With local reference, the most noticea- 
ble immediate result-of the new medium of 


communication has been to advance the re- : 


tail trade frontiers of Atlanta several hun- 
dred miles. 
The process begins, of course, in the 


first zone of 50-mile radius tmmediately con- 


tiguous to Atlanta. Orders phoned in the 
morning from any point in this circle can, 
in many cases, be delivered that afternoon— 
certainly the next morning. The range of 
goods covered is almost endless, and com- 
prises all those items contained in the 


‘splendid stocks of this city. Then comes the 


other zones stretching out to all the surround- 


ing states, including innumerable towns, 


villages and rural free delivery routes. 
Here again the rural phone, or the tele 
graph, or the rural free delivery mail or- 
der insures quick action. 

Examine a map including Atlanta and 
running up toward the zones devised by 
the postoffice department, and you will 
be newly impressed with the strategic im- 
portance of this city from the commercial 
as well as the military standpoint. We are 
within easy striking distance of the entire 
central south. Atlanta is the logical ship- 
ping center for much of the tremendous 
mail order trade now going to large eastern 
and northern centers. 

Conversely, the farmer and the country 
merchant benefit by this condition. The 
farmer is able to mail into Atlanta butter, 
eggs and other farm products. His reve- 
nues are radically increased, and, with it, 
his purchasing power. Whatever increases 
the purchasing power of the farmer, inures 
to the advantage of the nearby merchant, 
with whom he has always done the bulk 
of his trading.

SUICIDAL PARSIMONY. 

Atlanta’s skin-flint attitude toward her 
schools, as toward her other municipal 
facilities, is thrusting a definite menace 
over the health and the efficiency of the 
generation that is in the future to rule this 
city.

The Modern Moloch

No one can forget the picture, the mon- 
strous ox-headed figure, set on high, with 
arms reaching out to receive into its flery 
belly the little babies of 
the Ammonites. The 
priests are there, full- 
robed and splendid, cry- 
ing aloud unto their 
fiendish god. The high 
priest, amid the clash 
of cymbals and the sac- 
rificial chant of the 
frenzied multitude, 
walks up the long 
flight of ‘marble steps 
and hurtles into the 
flood of flame an in- 
fant wrested from its 
mother’s breast. The 
prayer is said, the 
chant is done, the 
crowd departs. Great 
Moloch is appeased. 
Night draws swiftly on, 
and an eastern moon bathes the giant 
idol in its silver sheen. And all is still but 
for a mother's helpless cry. 

In a county, not fifty miles away, a man 
was imprisoned for an outrageous homicide. 
It was done in a fit of passion, when fancied 
slights are so easily magnified into insuffer- 
able wrongs, when the thirst for revenge 
passes for the very promptings of the will of 
God. All that has long. since ebbed from out 
his life. The passion fled before the body of 
its victim had grown rigid and cold in death. 
Now he was paying the penalty for his crime, 
and rightly so. Close by the camp there was 
a little shack where his wife and children 
lived. The woman sold soft drinks and to- 
bacco to the prisoners and their guards. They 
were ignorant folk, wretchedly incompetent 
and unfit for the struggle. The man had made 
enough for the family in times gone by to 
eke out a livelihood. The sales did not 
amount to much, not nearly enough, so the 
rash mother, having no one to turn to for 
help, sold herself to her husband’s guards. 

The story is hideous, but its truth de- 
mands to make itself heard. The case is not 
an isolated instance, and that is the pitiable 
part of it. Centuries ago we banned the con- 
fiscation of a felon's lands and chattels be- 
cause of his crime. We continue to confis- 
cate a felon’s labor, all a poor man has. We 
chain him and brand him and work him to 
make smooth the roads over which he can 
see the wealth of others pour. His sole 
share in it is the knowledge that his wife 
and children are left to starve. They cry for 
bread; we give them a stone. Do we not 
owe them a higher duty? Do we not owe 
ourselves a higher duty? What can come 
from our present policy? Let those who 
will bow down and worship the majesty of 
the law. Moloch always takes but never 
gives; Moloch tears down, but seldom re- 
stores; Moloch’s arms are greedily ready to 
receive, but never held out to bless,

New News of Yesterday 
Why William M. Evaris Retired 
From Politics and Business.

This dally series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events and 
personalities of the past have been collected 
by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty years of 
more or less intimate acquaintance with 
many of the country’s leaders since the civil 
war. Each anecdote or incident is fresh from 
Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, either in whole 
Or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS OF 
YESTERDAY, garnered from the men who 
made the news—the history—or from equally 
authoritative sources. As important contri- 
butions of the “human interest” sort to Amer- 
ican history, these articles have a distinctive 
value all their own. 


When William M. Evarts completed his 
service as delegate from the United States to 
the international monetary congress, in 1881, 
his intention was to devote himself for the 
remaining years of his life to the practice of 
his profession, taking retainers only in im- 
portant cases. 

In 1885 Mr. Evarts was unexpectedly 
elected a United States senator from New 
York state. He was then 67 years of age. 
Mr. Evarts had already 
served as attorney gen- 
eral in the last year of 
President Johnson's ad- 
ministration. In 1887 he 
was appointed by Presi- 
dent Hayes as secretary 
of state. It was his own 
impression that with the 
end of his service as 
secretary of state his 
Public career was closed. 
He looked upon his ap- 
pointment as delegate 
from the United States 
to the international 
} Monetary congress as in 
the line of professional 
service, since there were 
many legal questions 
to be considered by the 
, tribunal, : 

Mr. Evarts was welcomed to the United 
States senate by his fellow members, and it 
was expected that his great reputation for 
intellectual power and his masterly gift for 
exposition would serve to make him as con- 
Spicuous and valuable a member of that body 
as any other senator. 

He had not been in service more than a 
year. before it was observed that he seemed 
to be taking little tnterest in the proceedings 
of the senate. At times his fellow senators 
thought that his mind was far away, and it 
was sometimes confidentially said that the 
great intellect of Evarts was failing, and that 
the touch of old age was upon him, even pre- 
maturely. 

When his term expired, in 1891, he left the 
Senate without any traditions of personal tri- 
umph in that body. 

Only one: or two of the senators knew 
what was the matter with him. His cousin, 
Senator George F.. Hoar, knew, but he re- 
Spected Mr. Evarts’ wish that the affliction 
which was growing upon him should not be 
made public, 

“Mr. Evarts had not been tn the sen- 
ate more than a few months before he dis- 
covered that he was threatened with failing 
eyesight and possibly with permanent blind- 
ness,” said the late Senator O. H. Platt, of 
Connecticut to me in the summer of 1894. 

“Evarts inherited from his mother’s father, 
Roger Sherman, the tendency to disease of 
the eye. All his life fear of that was present 
in his mind. I remember in my boyhood days 
in Litchfield county, Connecticut, hearing 
some of the veterans speak of the weakness 
of the eyes which afflicted Roger Sherman's 
family. In his early life Sherman lived in a 
town adjoining my own’ birthplace. 

“Simeon E. Baldwin (now governor of Con- 
necticut) is a first cousin once removed of 
Senator Evarts and Senator Hoar. When he 
was in his senior year at Yale, I think, he 
was afflicted with the weakness of the eyes 
which was characteristic of the Sherman 
blood. Practically blind throughout his 
senior year, he nevertheless studied through 
his tutor and maintained very high scholar- 
Ship. 

“I have learned that Senator Hoar is some- 
times apprehensive that his eyes will give 
out through this inherited weakness. 

“Now, what impaired Senator Evarts’ 
service as a United States senator was not 
any failing intellectual power or any physi- 
cal impairment, but it was the consciousness 
that the dread disease which seemed to be a 
taint in the Sherman blood was upon him and 
that he might become actually blind before 
the end of his service as senator. 

"I have heard that since he retired from 
the senate he has been compelled practically 
to give up business and that he has learned 
that the trouble with his eyes is organic and 
incurable. 

“I think if it had been generally known 
what the matter with Senator Evarts was 
there would have been general sympathy with 
him and a clear understanding of the reasons 


why his service in the senate seemed to be 
under an eclipse.”’

THE WAVERLEY 
NOVELS 


For a number of years, in the early part 
of the nineteenth century, one of the most 
perplexing of the literary mysteries was as 
to who wrote or was writing the Waverley 
Novels. The first of this series of romantic 
fiction was entitled “Waverley,” and the 
Others that followed it simply bore the 
name “By the Author of ‘Waverly.’” In 
consequence of this incognito the author of 
the Waverley Novels was designated the 
“Great Unknown.” 

It was as a poet that Scott was first to 
make a literary reputation. He took to this 
form of literature to retrieve his financial 
misfortunes in 1813. He had given prac- 
tically no attention to fiction until 1815, 
when he sketched out the opening chapters 
of “‘Waverley.” When he needed money bad- 
ly he resurrected this old remnant manu- 
script and resolved to complete the story. It 
was published anonymously, for which several 
reasons were given. One of these was that 
he considered the writing of novels as be- 
neath the dignity of a clerk of the Court of 
Sessions. 

From 1813 it was not until 1827 that Scott 
formally divulged the secret. Some years 
before this, however, all of Scott’s friends 
knew that he was the author of the Waver- 
ley series, as well as a great many others, bu 
he seemed toenjoy the novelty of having the 
general public guessing as to the authorship 


and no one read the many articles written on 
the subject with keener interest than did 
Scott. Besides, he said that it ‘relieved him 
from the annoyance of foolish compliments; 
and it was not unprofitable—curiosity about 
the “Great Unknown” keeping alive the. 
interest in his works. 

The secret was so well kept by all to 
whom it was definitely entrusted, and so 
many devices were used to throw conjecture 
off the scent, that even Scott’s friends, who 
were certain of the authorship from internal 
evidence, were occasionally puzzled. 

To make the secret still more of a mys- 
tery Scott kept on producing in his own 
name aS great an amount of work as it 
would seem that the human brain was able 
to produce, and it is no wonder that the most 
positive interpreters of internal evidence 
were mystified. Aside from all the literary 
work that he was publishing under his own 
name he wrote this series of novels and at 
the same time kept open house at Abbots- 
ford in the fine old feudal fashion and was 
seldom without visitors. This fact made the 
authorship of “Waverley” still more uncer- 
tain. When did he do the vast amount of 
work that such bulky volumes would re- 
quire, if it was really Scott who was writing 
them? This was the questions that his 
friends asked one of the other. Even the 
few intimates who knew how early he got 
up to prepare his packet for the printer, and 
had some idea of the extraordinary power 
that he had acquired of commanding his 
faculties for the utilization of odd moments, 
must have wondered at times whether he 
had not inherited the arts of his ancestral 
relation, Michael Scott, and kept a goblin 


in some retired attic or vault. 

From the first publication of “Waverley” 
many eyes have been turned toward Walter 
Scott, and each succeeding novel strengthen- 
ed the belief that to no other pen than his 
could they be justly attributed. The only 
question that brought a doubt to his denial 
of the authorship was the confidence his 
friends and the public had in his veracity. 

It is the surmise of Robert Chambers, 
author of the life of Scott, that he kept the 
“Waverley” secret with such pertinacious 
closeness because unwilling to be considered

next performance by the neck if necessary. 

Vaudeville is a museum of stage art and 
novelties with the accent almost entirely on 
the novelty. The best singer in the world would 
draw well in vaudeville, but a dog who could 
sing would jam the house. The president of 
the United States could command $3,000 a 
week for making two short speeches a day, 
but if, in addition, he would jump through a 
hoop he could get $10,000 a week. The most 
beautiful woman in the world would be a 
great vaudeville attraction, but if she could 
arrange to get acquitted of the murder of 
her husband in advance, -her salary would 
be doubled. 

An ideal vaudeville bill would consist of a 
few new songs, a few old jokes, a trained 
codfish, two comedians who throw pianos at 


each other, a drama boiled down into fifteen 
minutes, a couple of singers with nervous, 
staccato feet, a grand opera star, a singer 
who accompanies herself on a washboiler 
with barrel staves, a lecture by. a. baseball 
pitcher and a juggler who recites Browning 
while keeping three lighted lamps in the air.

BARRETT COMMENDS PARCEL POST 


President of Farmers’ Union Says New Feature Brings Country Closer to City, 
and Approves Constitution’s Work. | 


Charles S. Barrett, president of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ union with a membership 
exceeding 2,000,000 American farmers, ex- 
pects both city and country to be great gain- 
ers from the domestic parcel post inaug- 
urated on January 1. “The present system,” 
said Mr. Barrett yesterday, “is not exactly 
what either the farmer or the resident of the 
city would have chosen, had the wishes of 
both been fully regarded. It is too compli- 
cated and hedged with too many restrictions. 
But all important innovations must have a 
beginning, and it must be admitted that the 
overwhelming patronage given the system at 
its very start is augury of results little short 
of revolutionary that it is destined ultimately 
to accomplish. 

The Constitution’s Work. 

‘In this connection, I want to especially 
commend the work of The Constitution in 
persistently crusading for a parcel post. . It 
was the first newspaper in the south to recog- 
nize the possibilities in such a system. It 
dealt sledge-hammer blows in the right direc- 
tion when many other papers were either 
lukewarm or silent, doubting the feasibility 
of a parcel post or fearing that it might help 
one element of our population at the expense 
of another. 

“As a matter of fact, I look for the farmer 
and the small country merchant and rural 
America generally to benefit directly from a 
parcel post. It was with that end in view 
that the farmers’ union laid its campaign be- 
fore congress for several consecutive ses- 
sions. 

“The farmer has heretofore wanted cheap 
transportation to the city for his surplus 
truck produ&s. He knew the market was 
waiting for him, if he could reach it at a 
reasonable price. The lack has largely been 
supplied by the parcel post, and it is logical 
to assume that from this new source the 
purchasing power of the farmer will be great- 
ly enhanced. 

“Among the first to profit from this cén- 
dition will, of course, be the small country- 
or cross-roads merchant whom the farmer 
pas been in the habit of patronizing. For 


i their relations 


farmer’s purchasing power in- 

creased he will have more money to spend 

with his local merchant. The latter also 

gains in lower cost of transportation from 

his store along rural] routes to the farm. 
Profit to City. 

“The innovation will help the city as well 
as the farmer, in that it will enable city 
merchants to more quickly and cheaply sup- | 
ply those things for which the farmer has 
hitherto gone to a distance. 

“Bringing city and country in nearer 
touch, a parcel post will also make closer 
in other respects. I look 
for a perceptible increase in the ratio of 
country development, for a greater ease of. 
living on the farm with the introduction of 
this postal feature. And as it is replaced by 
a simpler and more direct method, the benefits 
to all factors involved will be enhanced,” 


Making Bad Roads Good.

The spread of the state-aid movement since 
it was adopted in New Jersey in 1892 has 
brought twenty-seven states under this prin- 
ciple in some. form. There are frequently 
several stages of development from the un- 
paid advisory state highway commission, 
which has weak powers and a small appro- 
priation for expenses, to the salaried high- 
way department and a large state appropria- 
tion. There has been a conspicuous defect 
in the state-aid movement in the matter of 
maintenance. Although in twenty years there 
have been built about half as many miles of 
state road as now constitute the “routes 
nationales"’ of France, the maintenance of 
these state roads does not approach that 
given to the French roads. Maintenance can 
no longer be neglected. So rapidly does 
even the best-built road surface disintegrate 
under modern traffic, when it is once allowed 
to start, that state officials are making ex- 
traordinary efforts to establish better maine 
tenance systems. The state higoways now 
constitute the principal system of improved 
roads in this country. The town and county 
highways is overlooked. One of.the greatest

ment has been the educational value of the 
well-built roads to the various communities 
where they are located. Methods of build- 
ing various types of improved roads are now 
well standardized, and this result tis largely 
due to-ethe excellent engineering work of the 
several state highways departments. Hun- 
dreds of miles of splendid roads have been 
built by towns and countries as a’ result 
of thelr contact with the methods of the state 
tments.

This view was radically divergent 
from the presenation of the importers’ 
case by M. S&S. Pitcairn, of New York 
city, whose protest against the “ex- 
orbitancy of the present tariff’ and 
portrayal of the details of the busi- 
ness of bringing in English and other 
earthenware and other products, led 
to sharp colloquies with Representa- 
tive Payne, of New York, and Long- 
worth, of Ohio.

Payne suggested that if the witness’ 
statements were true, the importers 
would go out of business in thirty 
days. Mr. Pitcairn cited what he 
Said were actual transactions, and Mr.

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| FARM PRODUCE BY MAIL 


How the Farmer Will Be Benefitted by the Parcels Post 


itt 
City residents are now having visions 
of receiving eggs, poultry, sausage, 
fruits, cream and butter direct from 
the country as often as desired and 
| dehiverea at the door by the postman. 


All this becomes possible and prac- 


ticable under the new postal law 


}which became effective January 1. 

For instance, 
where within fifty miles of a city 
may send packages of ten pounds to 
their city customers for 32 cents. They 
do not have to haul them to an express 
office three or four miles away, but 
the rural route wagon picks them up 
and they are delivered in town almost 
as promptly as are letters or other 
mailable articles. The new law allows 
the transportation of any kind of prod- 
uce, provided it is securely wrapped. 
Eggs, honey, berries, butter and cream 
are not excluded, but they must be so 
packed that they cannot damage other 
mail matter. Such products are to be 
marked perishable. 

Boon to City Housekeepers. 

The first mail zone is fifty miles. 
This embraces the great dairy district 
from which city people draw thelr 
supplies of milk. In this territory 
there is a rapid growth of the poultry 
industry, of vegetable and fruit rais- 
ing and of mixed farming generally. 
Land owners are quitting the exclu- 
sive lines like grain and milk produc- 
tion and giving proper attention to 
mixed farming. They begin to appre- 
clate that the real profits are in cater- 
ing to the wants of large centers of 
population. 

The system of handling country 
produce has been both expensive and 
bad. Fresh eggs, pure cream and 
dainty things like breilers and sausages 
have been hard to get at any price 
Such articles are only an aggravation 
when they are stale and handled in 
promiscuous lots. Under the new plan 
a ten-pound Sunday dinner, or sucn 
a shipment any day or every day, will 
come straight from the farmer to the 
city family at a cost of 32 cents for 
postage. This 3 cents a pound add- 
ed to the price of the products is a 
trifle compared to the transportation 
and middlemen’s charges under the 
old system. 

The parcels post will prove a boon 
to city housekeepers in enabling them 
to deal directly with producers and 
secure fresh goods for table use. The 
postoffice department ._ fixes eleven 
pounds as the maximum for parcels.

Farmers to Be Great Gainers. 

There has been a constant outcry 
among farmers against the alleged .ex- 
tortions of middlemen. The_unsatis- 
factory handling of poultry and egégs, 
fruits, honey, squabs and other delica- 
cies has driven many farmers out of 
these lines. They have missed the big 
profits because of bad selling facill- 
ties, and in a sense have been forced 
to confine their operations to one or 
two staples like grain or cotton. Witn 
producers in a helpless condition the 
large buying companies have con- 
trolled the trade, much to the disad- 
vantage of farmers generally. 

The widespread movement just now 
to correct unjust conditions in the milk 
industry is one indication that Ameri- 
can farmers are trying to get out of 
the rut and do things as business men 
would do them. 

Any progressive farmer would be 
glad to secure a mumber of city cus- 
tomers who would take regular sup- 
plies of poultry, fruit, eggs, etc. 50 
that city families who are anxious to 
cut the cost of living and at the same 
time obtain a palatable line of edibles 
will have little trouble in making the 
right connections. There are also 
scores of city men who are taking 
small farms with a view to catering 
to household wants. In the next year 
or two these small farmers will prove 
to be an important factor in the situ- 
ation. 

The earning capacity of land ts fully 
twice as much 
under a one-crop system. There should 
be a balanced program of garden 
truck, poltry, hogs, cows vegetables 
and fruit, as well as cotton, hay and 
grain. These things belong together 
and insure an even distribution of la- 
bor and a regular cash income. The 
cotsumptive demand is keen and seems 
to be growing more urgent year by 
year. Prices for a variety of com- 
modities are on such a high level that 
liberal profits are assured as soon as 
selling arrangements are right. 

Transportation Is Econominal. 

In the zone between 50 and 150 miles 
the cost of forwarding a ten-pound 
package is only increased 10 cents. 

Within this radius there are thou- 
sands of ambitious farmers who are 
just as eager to deal direct with con- 
sumers as the latter are to secure 
table supplies fresh from the country. 
There is hardly a farmer in this popu- 
lous territory who does not live on a 
rural route.

President-Elect Dragged Into Figh 
for League Presidency---Mrs. 
Ayres Is Chosen. 


Washington, January %.—Questions 
whether President-elect Wilson is a 
free trader and a single tax advocate, 
and whether he, together with Senator 
O'Gorman, of New York, had indorsed 
Mrs. Steven B. Ayres for the presidency 
of the Woman's National Democratic 
league, caused dissension in debates at 
the second day's session of the conven- 
tion of that organization here today. 
‘These subjects precipitated a particu- 
lar elash between Mrs. John Sherwin 
Crosby, of New York, the retiring pres- 
ident of the organization, and Mrs. M. 
T. Seott, president general of the 
Daughters of the Revolutiov. 

Mrs. Scott had ascended to the plat- 
form from which to make her speech 
nominating Mrs, Ayes, when she was 
agked by the president to step down 
and speak from the floor. The ar- 
nouncement caused much dissatisfac- 
tion among the delegates. Mrs. Scott, 
after declaring she had been insulted, 
began her nomination speech, in which 
she made the” statement that Mrs. 
Ayres had been indorsed for the office 
hy. President-elect Wilson and Senator 
©’Gorman. 

Nominating and seconding speeches 
displayed much feling at times, and it 
Was with difficulty that the chair was 
able to maintain a semblance of order. 
The greatest show of feeling came 
When the election for president had 
been completed and the announcement 
made that Mrs. Ayres had been elected. 
At this point Mrs. Crosby, from the 
chair, said: 

“I am very glad, ladies, 
have elected a new president. Regard- 
ing the statement referring to Mr.

ments for. Accused Judge 


Alleged That Archbald Is Innocent 
and That He Has been Grossly 
Maligned by Prosecutors. 


Washington, January 9%.—A _ protest 
Against any action by the senate based 
upon an appeal to passion or preju- 
marked the closing arguments 
today in the defense of Judge Robert 
W. Archbald, of the United States com- 
merce court, under trial by impeach- 
ment for misbehavior as 
judge. 

Declaring that Judge Archbald had 
Violated no law, had been guilty of no 
misdemeanor and no wrong-doing, and 
had been shown to be a jurist of high 
integrity and honesty, his attorney, 
Alexander Simpson, Jr., of Philadel- 
phia, and A. S&S. Worthington, of Wash- 
ington, made a vigorous appeal for 
action by the senate within the limits 
of legal procedure. 

Unless senators are going to violate 
their oaths, they cannot possibly con- 
vict Judge ArchbLald,”’ decared Mr. 
Simpson, “because it has been disproven 
in each charge that he was gullty of 
“any wrong-doing or of any crime.” 

Prosecutors Denounced. 

The declarations of Manager Ster- 
ling yesterday in the opening speech 
for the prosecution that the ‘‘consti- 
tution was on trial,” brought bitter 
denunciation from both Mr. Simpson 
and Mr. Worthington. 

They declared the house managers 
Were striving to impeach Judge Arch- 
bald upon grounds that would not be 
recognized in any court. 

“It is true the constitution is on 
trial,”’ said Mr. Simpson: “but what is 
on trial is the question of whether 
or not the senators who sit here can 
rise to their position as judges and de- 
cide this upon the evidence pro- 
duced and the law that governs it; or 
whether they are to be swayed by the 
appeals to passion and prejudice. 

“If you are going to sav that a man 
shall be turned out of office although 
he has violated no law, although his 
decisions have been impartial, although 
he has been an upright and honest 
judge; then you are turning back the 
hands on the dial of time to the point 
three or four centuries ago, when the 
house of lords at the behest of the 
house of commons, turned men out of 
office simply because they did not 
agree with them. In that respect the 
constitution is on trial.” 

Charged to Political Unrest. 

Simpson declared the construc-

Mrs. Felton Tells Story. 

“During the war of the Crimea a 
gentleman came to Cartersville from 
Syracuse, N. YY. He was a man of 
education and refinement and his 
name was Joseph Slocum, as well as I 
remember. He was looking for cop- 
per—much of which had been found 
near Ducktown—and he was repre- 


senting a large compahy whose busi- 
ness was principally in that metal. 
‘He spent the winter there, or to be 
more exact, from October until late in 
the following spring. He came to our 
home and both Dr. Felton and I liked 
him very much. He was a much 
traveled man, having had advantages 
and was evidently a man of resources, 
He stayed here with us until his com- 
pany failed and he was left in the 
lurch, having no funds with which to 
pay us for’‘his keep. He was embar- 
rassed, but we assured him that his 
company had been wWorth what he 
would have paid had he had the 


money, and we were glad to have been 
able to serve him and have him in 
our home. 

“He went away, and we heard little 
or nothing from him afterwards, and I 
lost sight of him so completely. that 
I forgot him until in 1893, when I 
was appointed a lady manager of the 
World's fair at Chicago. I had rea- 
son to correspond with Mrs. Sage 


of New York. I had heard that Mrs. 
Sage, as Olivia Slocum, had been a 
student at that Institution, and as- 
sociating her name with that of our 
almost forgotten guest, it struck me 
as being quite a coincidence, to say the 
least of it. 

“My mind went back to the time 
when he was in our home, and I re- 
membered his intelligent address, his 
elegant manner and his high refine- 
ment.

AGAINST TURK 


Coercion Proposed to Force 
Cession of Adrianople 


Russia Has Already Mobilized Black 
Sea Fleet---Adrianople at 
the Last Gasp. 


London, January 9.—The Russian 
Black sea fleet was mobilized today 
in preparation for the nava] demon- 
Stration projected by the European 
powers in the event that it be found 
necessary to appear to coerce Turkey. 

If the demonstration should be car- 


‘ried out the Russian vessels probably 
| Will appear in the Gulf of Infanda, on 
'the Black sea, 


75 miles northeast of 
Adrianople, while those of the other 
European poWers will gather in Besi- 
on the coast of Asia Minor 
near the entrance to the Dardanelles. 

Such a demonstration, it was be- 
lieved, would make easier the Turkish 
government's task of surrendering to 
the demands of the allies, as it could 
then plead coercion. 

Adrianople at Last Gasp.‘ 

Official news received by the Bul- 
garian delegation describes the situ- 
ation at Adrianoplé as desperate. 
Several soldiers, who deserted and 
Succeeded in reaching the headquar- 
ters of the allies, say the town is in 
its last gasp. Provisions are so scarce 
that the military authorities have 
requisitioned all the food possessed 
even by private individuals, and are 
making only one distribution, compris- 
ing a half ration, daily. 

Conditions have been rendered more 
Srave by the number of sick, who 
crowd the hospitals, where the attend- 
ance is inadequate. Thus the death 
rate is very high. The Bulgarians 
have allowed medicines and Red Cross 
workers to enter under the escort of a 
Bulgarian detachment. 

The commander of the fortress has 
declared he would rather see all die of 
Starvation than surrender the town; 
that is why that all who can are en- 
deavoring to escape. The Bulgarians 
believe, even independently of any 
action the powers may take, the ques- 
tion of Adrianople soon will be solved. 

Turkey Wants Another Conference. 

It is understood Constantinople has 
accepted the views of Rechad Pasha, 
who recently asked to be authorized 
to reconvoke the conference, he being 
president for the next sitting. The 
difficulty now lies in the determination 
of the allies not to participate unless 
they are notified in advance what Tur- 
key intends to propose. They do not 
wish to revise the discussion of un- 
acceptable terms, but desire to have 
it as a certainty that Turkey is ready 
to cede what has been pronounced 43 
the irreducible minimum of the allies 
—Adrianople—after which it will be 
possible to discuss the frontier line 
which must leave that town in the 
hands of the allies. 

In other words, the allies do not 
wish to play inte Turkey’s hands by 
re-entering the conference room with- 
out a definite program which may 
lead to definite conclusion of peace 
this time. Before the meting the 
Turks and allies must have unofficial- 


ly agreed to the main points of the > 


territorial clauses of the treaty, 80 
that official ratification of those 
agreements can be had in the confer- 
ence. ‘ 
TURKEY FULLY RESOLVED 

KOT TO CEDE ADRIANOPLE 


Constantinople, January 9.—The 
porte, according to offiical announce- 
ment, has sent a circular to the Tur- 
kish ambassadors abroad, intimating 
that unless the allies accept Turkey’s 
peace proposals by the end of the 
week, the Ottoman delegates will be 
invited to return to Constantinople 
immediately. The circular adds: 

“Whatever happens, the porte is de- 
termined to maintain its attitude with 
regard to Adrianople and the Aegean 
Islands, in view of the fact that sacri- 
fices made in other directions have 
reached the extreme limit.” 

The foreign ambassadors conferred 
for two hours at the Austrian em- 
bassy today and agreed upon the form 
of representations to be addressed to 
the porte concerning the cession of 
Adrianople. The task has been en- 
trusted to the Austrian ambassador, 
Count De Pallavicini, as dean of the 
diplomatic corps. 

The general opinion here, however, 
is that any attempt by Europe to co- 
erce Turkey into ceding Adrianople, 
even if supported by a naval demon- 
stration, is doomed to failure, because 
public opinion would not tolerate 
yielding this point.
